During  the  course  of  worship,  the  deceased 
rabbis,  cantors,  presidents  and  trustees  of 
the  congregation  will  be  memorialized.

Our  Sunday  School  started  the  month  of 
November  with  a  very  impressive  celebra¬ 
tion  of  Balfour  Declaration  Day  on  Novem¬ 
ber  2.  Class  7Y,  under  the  direction  of 
Mr.  Arthur  Gang,  presented  an  evaluation 
of  this  important  declaration  by  demon¬ 
strating  a  meeting  of  the  House  of  Lords 
in  October  1917,  in  which  the  Balfour 
declaration  and  all  the  problems  involved 
were  discussed. 

A  second  presentation  showed  a  group  of 
chalutzim  and  chalutzot,  young  Palestinian 
pioneers,  discussing  the  importance  of  the 
Balfour  Declaration  for  our  times.  In 
addition  to  these  presentations,  there  was  a 
picture  exhibit  showing  Lord  Balfour  and 
the  growth  of  Palestine  since  the  issuance 
of  the  Declaration. 

Jewish  Book  Week

students  of  our  Sunday  and  Hebrew  Schools 
are  working  on  a  program  which  will  in¬ 
clude  visiting  Jewish  libraries  and  muse¬ 
ums,  the  preparation  of  a  book  exhibit  in 
our  Synagogue,  and  other  features.
